And is coyned tor fmaller 
parts of mony in molt parcs of Europe; becaufe Silver 
and Gold is fearce in the Northern Councri ¢, thtre- 
fore Copper Vlares are the Computation of Riches, 
and pals in Barter inftead of mony ; fo thar a bargain 
is fatishied by a, and a Minds Poruon carryed home 
in Carts. Copper being blanched imitates Silver, 
and when artificially mixt with Calaminary flone 
makes Brais; hence comes tie Naufeous taft and vo 
mitattve power of liquors ftanding in that compound- 
ed Metal: Ic’s Canker or Verdigreafe is of good cleant- 
ing power in outward applications to putrid fores, 
Erafs allo makes very ufeful veflels, and works fmooth, 
Clole, and Clean for Stopcoks Mathematical inftru- 
ments, and the fineft Engines as Clocks and Warch- 
es. A farther Compstirion ot Brats, fron, and Anti- 
mony, makes Bell-Meral. And Copp.r cho its colour 
be red of yellow, yer its Tincture is Blew, as is evi- 
dent in Chymical Operations ; Its vicrfol (a grear ma- 
terial tn the weapon falve and fympathetick powder J 
and its Calx is uled in the painting of Glat. . 

Tron 1s one of the moft ufeful and nece(lary Metals we 
have, becaafe, all rools for work conducing to the 
life and happinets of Man, are made of ic; ft’s hud- 
nefs makes ac fic to receive and retain an edge and 
point. The neceffiry of it further appears in thofe 
inventions men have contrived ¢o fupply its defect, as 
the ufing of tharp flinrs, fifh bones, ¢r. Amonpft the 
Americans and Affricans, to this day exchange is ‘made 
of Gold for it almoft of equal weight, and to fhew 
the great eftecm and value they pur upon ir they 
wear it for an Ornament, ax we do Gold, about the 
Neck and Arms: Amonp{t the Oar of Iron is found 
the admirable Magnet which is fo congental to this 
Meral, that ic draws ic to its felf and dire&s ix to 
the North, a miftery in nature nor only of greac ule 
in Navigation, but of char fubtilry and tublimiry, as 
well deferves our confideration; and except the light 
of the Heavens and Alimentary furface of the Earl, 
we receive more advantages from Tron than any other 
body whatever. fron, when firft melred runs into 
molds and maites Velicls, Guns, gre. Buc afterwards, 
being hardened becomes more tough, Elaflick, and 
Springy 3-If highly concocted in fire wichout melt 
ing, fas alfo by hammering ) it becomes f{leel, When 
firft beaten imro thin plates and wathed over with 
Tinn, it 16 called Latenn. With brimftone ir will 
mele and calcine for medicine, and give the Tinéture 
of Glafs black.

The Compofirion of them, ts the mixing of 
Divers fimples either with pure Metal, (as Lead and 
Tin for Pewter) or with fome Mineral, (as Coppet 
with Lapis Calaminaris for Prafs) fron, Antimony, and 
other Metals (excepc Lead) for Bel!-Metal. And ma 
ny other misrures fot various ofes may be made: as 
gcexfions requisc, or the Arcilt pleafes. Soin eprlter 
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Alchimy, Metalline Glailes or Speculums, Printing Let- 
ters and the like ; whatever is made by cthefe mix- 
tures is (tiff, hard, oritrle, and ape to vibrate (or 
ring), tho what 1s compofed by the founders may 
again be analyfed and refolved by the refiner. 

Middle-Mineral is neither wholly {tone nor Metal, 

but partakes fomething of both, as being generally 
fufile but nor duaile ; fuch are falr, fulphur, quick- 
filver, and its Arfenick, foflile, allom, Antimony, 
Marcafite (or mundick) and 1s vitriol abftra&ed from 
ir, Tinn-Gla&, Calamy, (or lapis Calaminaris) Cyc. 
All which are an imperfect for: of Metals or Mi- 
neral.

Or elfe to confift of snnumerable Ieifer Vulcans, ebbing 
and ffwing, fometimes perhaps breaking one into ano- 
ther, atothers overflowing and running out in fireams of 
Liquid Fire, a5 .£tna frequently docs 10 tts Eruptions ; 
Nor is’c any wonder chat lie matter jhould not o¢ confu- 
med inthe TraG of fo many years, fince he who firft 
lighted up thar great Lamp, was no doudi able to tupply 
it wich Food fufcient fer tle Time he had defign’d 
it fhou’d darn. There having becn, it’s not impro- 
bable, fome mountains even on our Globe, which may 
have burne ever fince the whold bepan; at lealt we 
have accounts of “em for thoulands of years, and yer 
fad Experience tells their Neighbors chat their matcer 
1s far enough from being yet confum’d. Now where 
there’s fo much Fire, what wonder there fhou’d be 
fome fmouk, or ac the leaft that che fides of fome 
deep caverns, (perhaps the Cups of the Volcans) 
fhou’d appear dark and black at luch a dittance, e1- 
ther of which may be the occafion of thofe /pots 
which we dilcover in that glorious Body 5 which be- 
ing thus accidenta/, they mutt contequently increafe, 
or decreafe, or quicc difappear according to the alce- 
ration, different a@ij/pofition, or confamnption of the matter 
thac caus’d them. Hence it may be eafily accounted, 
for why, they are teen foimerimes, and nor at others ;
